Canada's Wartime 
Wages Policy As 
Embodied in P.C. 7440 


Canada’s wartime wages policy as 
an integral part of the economic 
control in the national war effort has 
been somewhat misinterpreted. 

The Order in Council (BP. ©. 7440) 
prescribes for industries covered by 
the Industrial Disputes Investigation 
other 
industries a wartime wages policy. 
It contains two main provisions—(a) 
Exe pt in’ certain special cireum- 
Stance-, the highest wage rates 
established between 1926 and Decem- 
ber 16. 1910, ave to be regarded as fair 
and reasonable; they may be restored, 
if necessary, and maintained but not 
increased, (b) Such wage rates may 
be supplemented by a separate cost 
of living bonus usually of $125 per 
week for each rise of 5 per cent in 
the cost of living in order to safe- 
guard the workers from increases in 
the cost of basie necessities of life.

On the tirst July pay-day, 
employees within the insurable 
bracket and engaged in ineur- 
able occupations will, if their 
employers have registered and 
made preparation as the law 
requires, find their pay en-

From $26 up, the empleyee

payable to workers carnings 
less than 90 cents per day, or 
while under 16 years of age, 
they do not contribute to the 
fund, but the 
employer must pay 27 ceuts per 
week for each of them to make 
them eligible tor benefits later.
